to determine Germany's further 
economic, needs and the study for 
the conversion within six or eight 
months of a pirt of the short term 
credits into long term credits, 

Castle cstimated the total of the 
short term credits at $1,200,000.- 
000, one-half of which is held by 
American banks. 

Information reaching adminis- 
tration circles today led to a be- 
lief that the world bankers were 
willing and ready to carry out the 
terms of the American plan. It 
was considered to be actually in the 
process of adoption. Administra- 
tion authorities expressed them« 
selves as so hopeful of the outé 
come that they do not expect the 
London meeting to continue more 
than three or four days longer.

F. Edward Hamann, flying the 
night air mail between St. Louis 
and Evansville, Ind., temporarily 


for another pilot, who was on vaca- 
tion, was killed early today when 
his plane crashed near Hoffman, 
Ill., nine miles west of Centralia. 

Hamann left Lambert-St. Louis 
Field at 1:35 a. m., having delayed 
his departure more than three 
hours because of rain and bad fly- 
ing weather. Receiving a report of 
more favorable weather, Hamann 
took off with a load of mail for 
Southern cities. 

According to reports received 
here at the headquarters of Amer- 
ican Airways, by which Hamann 
was employed, the plane ran into a 
severe rainstorm about 40 minutes 
after its departure from St. Louis. 
Robert Bachs, a farmer, residing 
near Hoffman, 
circled his place several times. The 
motor sounded as if it were miss- 
ing, Bachs reported, and the plane 
epun to earth close to the farm 
house. Hamann was dead when 
removed from the wreckage. The 
Bachs farm is about three miles 
off the regular mail route. 

The plane did not catch fire, and 
12 bags of mail were only slightly 
damaged. The mail was taken to 
Centralia and placed on another 
plane. . 

Hamann was the son of the Rev. 
W. F. Hamann, a former Webster 
Groves minister, now pastor of the 
Christian Church at Louisiana, Mo. 
Young Hamann, who was 27 years 
old, was born in Webster Groves. 
He had been flying five or six years 
and was a transport pilot. 

For the last two years Hamann 
was operations manager for Amer- 
ican Airways at Evansville, a job 
which kept him on the ground the 
greater part of the time. He took 
over the run of one of the regular 
pilots yesterday, arriving here 
shortly before noon with mail from /j 
Evansville. 

Hamann lived at Evansville with 
his wife and 2-year-old son. Mrs.

M. Folsom, 2273 Yale avenue, Ma- 
plewood.

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MacDonald in Keynote Speech 


At London Conference Calls for 


Quick Action in Aiding Germany 


Declares Essential Purpose Is to Restore Con- 


fidence—Praises President Hoover for 
Taking the Initiative.

LONDON, July 21. 
‘ 


HE following is the text of the keynote qddress of Prime Min 
ister Ramsay MacDonald of Great Britain, delivered at the 
formal opening of the international conference in London last 


evening: 

In the name of the Govern- 
ment, and of the whole nation, 
indeed, I give you all a most 
cordial welcome. ° 

I should like to indicate the 
purpose which his Majesty’s 
Government thinks this confer- 
ence should serve. — 

The present moment may be 
one of the turning points in the 
history of the world, for good 
or ill. If we cannot find a so- 
lution of the present crisis no 


one can foretel] the political 
and financial dangers which 
will ensue. If we can find such 
a solution it will be a striking 
proof of the growing.effective- 
ness of international co-opera- 
tion, 

During the past two years 
the economic life of the world 
has been thrown out of gear 
by an unprecedentedly severe 
fallin prices. For example, 
wheat has fallen over 50 per 
cent, cotton 60 per cent, rubber 
90 per cent, and so on with 
practically all the primary com- 
modities. 

The countries which are en- 
gaged in the production of 
these commodities have, in con- 
sequence, been forced to re- 
strict drastically their pur- 
chases of industrial goods and 
world trade has suffered from 
a persistent, calamitous decline. 

This fall in prices has greatly 
accentuated the burden of all 
debts and has involved budget 
and financial difficulties for all 
debtor countries. But its effects 
have been felt in most acute 
form by what I may call inter- 
national industrial and financi- 
al states, and the very special 
position of Germany, both as an 
exporting and debtor state, has 
concentrated upon it to a su- 
preme degree all the problems 
which other states have had to 
face in a less critical manner. 


The German Government has 
increased taxation and imposed 
sacrifices on their people, but 
they felt bound to declare last 
month that they could go no 
further and that they would 
have to use their right to de- 

postponement of their 


situation improves. 
armed foreign lenders, 
upon whose support Germany 
has largely dependent 
during the last six years, and 
withdrawals of short-term 
credits ensued on a very large 
scale, 
Praise for Hoover. 


By June 18 their position 
appeared almost hopeless, 
when the whole face of the 
world was changed in half an 
hour by the dramatic announce- 
ment of President Hoover's 
offer. History will pronounce 
this decision as an act of rare 
courage and statesmanship. It 
is no small thing to ask the 
people of the United States, far 
removed as they are from Eu- 
rope, and themselves at grips 
with a domestic slump of un- 
precented severity, to suspend 
for a year all their claims in 
respect to intergovernmental 
debts. But, in my belief, it was 
also a stroke of sound business. 
Its effect at the outset was 
startling; not only did the value 
of securities rise with a bound, 
but even the price of commodi- 
ties advanced. 


War debts and reparations 
are not self-liquidating obliga- 
tions like loans made for pro- 
ductive purposes. They can 
only be paid by exporting goods 
to the creditor countries or, in 
so far as there are obstacles to 
the movement of goods, by the 
export of gold. Thus and pay- 
ment of reparations and war 
debts in a time of economic de- 
pression presents peculiar diffi- 
culties, and the knowledge that 
these difficulties exist weakens 
the confidence of investors, and 
this in turn enhances the origi- 
nal difficulties, so that a vicious 
circle is created. The Gordian 
knot was for the moment suc- 
cessfully cut by the President's 
beneficent sword; but foreign 
credits in Germany continued to 
be withdrawn. 

It has been stated by the Ger- 
man Minister of Finance that 
from 150,000,000 te 200,000,000 
pounds of foreign exchange 
have been lost by Germany re- 
cently, a colossal sum, repre- 
senting as it dees, more than 
the equivalent of two years of 
reparations payments. The 
trickle of exchange purchases 
became a stream, the stream a 
river, and the river a torrent, 
until the inevitable breakdown 
occurred, 

Thus we have now not mere- 
ly to consider the measures nec- 
essary to carry inte effect 
President's Hoover's proposal, 
but we have to add to that the 
urgent emergency that has since 
developed in Germany. 

Otherwise it will be difficult 
to stay the flood before it has 
overwhelmed the whole of Cen- 
tral Europe with consequences 
social and political, as well as 


purely financial, which no man 
can estimate. 

Must Restore Confidence. 

If the foreign investor had 
retained his normal confidence 
in Germany her position would 
have remained safe and we 
should not be meeting here un- 
der these circumstances. As re- 
gards her budget, her balance 
of trade, her economic and in- 
dustrial organization, great ef- 
forts and sacrifices had been 
made and her position showed 
no radical defects. 

Our position therefore, in a 
word, is to restore the confi- 
dence of the foreign investor in 
Germany. Clearly, the problem 
has both political and financia] 
sides, but the mind of this con- 
ference is to be concentrated on 
the latter. 

The fact that we have all met 
today is in itself a demonstra- 
tion that on every side a desire 
for the maintenance of cordia) 
relations exists. : 

May I venture at this point 
to express the spirit with which 
we are determined to face our 
work? We are here represent- 
ing our various nations and we 
are also here in the spirit of 
co-operative good will, resolved 
to end our deliberations with an 
agreement which will not only 
meet the requirements of the 
present crisis but begin anew a 
time of candid and mutual effort 
to pacify the disturbed mind of 
Europe. 

-Let us admit first of all to 
ourselves, and confess it in our 
conferences, that there are some 
things which one or the other 
of us cannot do because the 
public opinion to which we must 
be loyal will not allow it. 

We are not here to enforce or 
to defeat or to humiliate: we 
are here to understand and to 
consider our own problems ob- 
jectively, to remember how 
closely, in essentials, we depend 
upon each other, and, therefore, 
to accommodate and to agree 
to something which each of us 
can take to our various Parlia- 
ments, explain and get accepted 
as an agreement. I feel that 
each of us can do that and that 
an agreement here, even if, in 
every item we do not like it, will 
reinspire our people with con- 
fidence and courage to face the 
heavy responsibilities which are 
to be the lot of all Govern- 
ments during the immediate 
months ahead of us. Let us be- 
gin our work as friends, as a 
real round-table conference en- 
ergized by the will to succeed, 
and never fear for a moment 
but that we shall have the sup- 
port of our people. 

Two Main Alternatives. 

As regards the financial as- 
pect of the crisis, the question 
of what can be done must 
largely be reserved for bankers 
and financiers. I can only 
speak in genera] terms. There 
seem to be two main alterna- 
tives. The one is to find the 
means of providing new loans 
or credits to Germany. That is 
a matter that I understand has 
been under consideration in 
Paris. I am -told that there are 
difficulties which would have to 
be surmounted before any loan 
could be obtained in the market 
here. 

We must consider this. It 
may be a solution. It may not. 
But a solution, mutually possi- 
blie and effective for its pur- 
pose, must be found. 

The other way would be to 
attack directly the question of 
whether by strengthening the 
internal position of Germany we 
can give an assurance of its 
stability to the outside world so 
as not only to prevent the capi- 
tal that is already in Germany 
from being withdrawn, but to 
enable it to be augmented. 

There can be no question 
abeut the inherent strength of 
the German economy provided 
that it has the capital resources 
that it requires. It is for this 
purpose that President Hoover 
proposed the suspension for a 
year of all debts and repara- 
tions. This represents for Ger- 
many @& very real and impor- 
tant relief. It may net prove 
to be sufficient; that is a point 
we can examine iater. But I 
think our first step is to decide 
with the greatest possible expe- 
dition the means by which this 
shall be definitely carried into 
effect. I emphasize: The great- 
est possible expedition. Time is 
against us. Every day adds to 
the risks of a collapse which 
will be outside of human con- 
trol. 

I propose that we hear 
now a report eof what has 
taken place at Paria, because at 
that point we must begin our 
work. The conferences which 
have taken place between tho 
French and Germans ought to 
prove of infinite assistance to 
us, and we are all giad that 
they have been held. So I, in 
the name not only ef the Gov- 
ernment but of the whole coun- 
try. welcome you all here as 
colleagues in a great undertak- 
ing and declare our conference 
open.

“(1.) As to the first, namely, 
the internal fight from the 
mark, this can be and is being 
successfully combated by § the 


Government and the Reichsbank. 
Once unreasonable fear has been 
eliminated, it is certain that the 
patriotism of the German people 
can be relied on to prevent the 
destruction of the credit of their 
own country. 

“(2.) As to the external credits, 
we believe that the first approach 
to this problem is the develop- 
ment of a program that will per- 
mit the maintenance for an ade- 
quate period of time ef the pres- 
ent outstanding lines of credit. 
In this connection, it is our un- 
derstanding that this volume of 
credit, together with the freed 
reparations and the natural gain 
from the allayment of the panic, 
should be adequate to meet the 
needs of German economic life 
for the immediate moment. 

“On the other hand, it must 
be apparent that, unless provi- 
sion is made for the maintenance 
of these credits, an attempt to 
provide new ones, whether of a 
short or long term character, 
would be ineffective. 

“In the development of such a 
program, the Governments of 
the countries having principal 
banking centers, including the 
United States, Belgium, France, 
Great Britain, Holland, Italy, 
Japan and Switzerland, and other 
important banking centers, might 
well undertake to encourage their 
bankers so to organize as to per- 
mit the maintenance for an ade- 
quate period of time of present- 
day outstanding lines of credit to 
Germany. 

Details for the Bankers. 

“The responsibility for working 
out the details of such a program 
and the methods of making it 
effective with due regard to the 
protection of the banks and the 
needs of German economy should 
be left to the barking communi- 
ties of- the respective countries 
and the central banks could, we 


Maintaining 


the necessary leadership, co-op- 
eration and direction. 

“Such voluntary arrangements 
should be supplemented, for the 
time being, by strict control of all 
foreign exchange transactions by 
the Reichsbank, so that the in- 
tegrity of the program can be 
maintained and the banks that 
are participating can be assured 
that there would be no arbitrary 
withdrawal either from within or 
without Germany. 

“3. It is our belief that if such 
a program could be made 
promptly effective it would re- 
sult in an immediate restoration 
of confidence, and that in a 
comparatively short time the 
necessity for restrictions of this 
character would disappear and 
normal conditions would once 
more prevail. Thers is all the 
more ground for faith in such a 
result in view of the fact that 
the United States debt suspen- 
sion program has now become 
effective, and that the events 
which succeeded the announce- 
ment of that program clearly 
demonstrate tha‘ relief from 
payment of intergovernmenta!l 
debts established in the minds of 
the business world the basis for 
renewed confidence. 

“4. A committee should be 


. selected by the Bank for Inter- 


national Settlements or created 

by some other appropriate meth- 

od to secure co-operation on the 
following questions: 

(A) In consultation with the 
banking interests in the differ- 
ent countries to provides for the 
renewal of the present volume of 
outstanding short-term credits 
from those countries. 

“(B) In making an inquiry 
into the immediate further 
credit needs of Germany. 

““(C) In the development dur- 
ing the course of the next six or 
eight months of plans fora con- 
version of sOMe proportion of 
the short-term credits into long- 
term credits.”

U. S, FLYERS IN NICARAGUA

Marine Patrols Reinforce Guards 
After Eight Persons Are Killed 
in Uprisings.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 21. 
—United States Marine Corps 
airplane patrols today reinforced 
National Guard troops delegated 
to put down insurgent uprisings 
which have occurred in several 
places in Nicaragua in the last few 
days, resulting in eight deaths.

GOVERNOR APPOINTS 
HIGHWAY PATROL HEAD 


Selects Lewis Ellis, His Secre- 
tary, for Post Under Law 
Effective Sept 14. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 21.— 
Gov. Caulfield today appointed 
Lewis Ellis, his private secretary, 
Superintendent of the new Highway 
Patrol effective Sept. 14, when the 


law establishing the patrol becomes 
operative. 


Ellis, who is 32 years old, was 
editor of the Bethany (Mo.) Clip- 
per, before his appointment as sec- 
retary to the Governor in 1929. He 
served in the Marine Corps during 
the World War, and was Acting 
State Treasurer during the suspen- 
sion of Larry Brunk pending the 
latter’s impeachment trial. Ellis 
is a Republican. 

As Superintendent, Ellis will se- 
lect and direct the 10 captains and 
115 officers of the patrol. His of- 
fice will be under the supervision 
of the State Highway Department. 
Due to a limited appropriation, 
$355,000, for the remainder of the 
biennial repiod ending December, 
1932, the force will be started with 
six captains and 50 patrolmen, to 
be selected from the hundreds of 
applications now on hand. 

Ellis plans to make a survey of ° 
Highway Patrol activities in other 
states during the interim before his 
department begins to function, and 
is considering an offer from Chief 
of Police Gerk to use the St. Louis 
Police Training School facilities for 
instructing his ,force. 

The highway patrol bill, passed 
by the 1931 Legislature, provides 
for a uniformed and motorized 
force to enforcé all highway and 
traffic laws. Members of the pa- 
trol have the powers of other peace 
officers, except that of search and 
seizure, but may search prisoners 
for deadly weapons. The salary 
of the superintendent is $4800 a 
year. Captains will receive $2400, 
and patrolmen $1800. As privato 
secretary to the Governor Eliis 
received. a salary of $2800.

BUILDING COSTS FOR JUNE 
SHOW DECREASE OF 19.2 PCT. 


Net Labor Turnover of 5.09 Per

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Labor 
Department statistics for June cov- 
ering 344 cities with a population 
of 24,000 or more showed a decline 
of 19.2 per cent in building costs 
as compared with the figures for 
May. 

South Central states showed a 
sharp increase and the mountain 
and Pacific Coast area showed 
some rise, but the total for the 
country fell from $130,469,659 in 
May to $105,444,130 last month. 

Residential building accounted 
for $41,516,171 in June, a decrease 
of 16.1 per cent from the $49,462.,- 
119 of the previous month, while 
nonresidential structures dropped 
28.7 per cent from May's $63,554,- 
722 to $45,333,486. 

A net labor turnover of 5.09 per 
cent for all industries In June was 
reported. 

Employment data for 10 separate 
manufacturing industries also are 
given, based cn industrial figures 
from firms employing  1.250,000 
persons. Men’s clothing {ndustries 
showed the lowest lay-off rate—.56 
per cent—while the automotive in- 
dustry had the highest—10.57.

Declining to proceed immediately 
with cross-examination of witnesses 
favoring the increase and presenta- 
tion of opposition testimony, the 
commission announced further 

earings would be deferred until 
Aug. 31, or possibly sooner. 

The railroads had asked that the 
hearings continue without break, 
but attorneys of the opposition said 
they had not had sufficient time to 
prepare their case, 

Commissioner Meyer, presiding, 
said he and his colleagues would 
take under advisement a motion to 
resume hearings before Aug. 31, 
and would announce their decision 
as soon as possible. 

Cost of Reproduction. 

Before the day’ hearings opened 
the Bureau of Valuation of the 
commission made public an exhibit 
fixing the cost of reproducing the 
railroads as of Dec. 31, 1930, at 
$27.189,657,479.

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Paris. Sets Forth Attitude in View of 1932 
3 Parley—Soldiers to Enforce League’s . ~ 
Decisions Advocated. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, July 21.—A united 


armed force provided by all mem- 
bers of the League of Nations 
which could “intervene in conflict 
to support the league council’s de- 
cisions or recommendations” was 
proposed today by France in a 
memorandum setting forth its at- 


titude on disarmament. 

France already has reduced its 
own armaments to a point which 
it considers to be the lowest con- 
sistent with its national security 
“in the present state of Europe and 
the world,” the memorandum, says. 

The present Government is 
ready to participate in organiza- 
tion of a scheme for “mutual as- 
sistance” for all countries in case 
of aggression and is certain that 
the 1932 disarmament conference 
at Geneva will not overlook the 
opportunity of organizing it. 

The memorandum takes the view 
disarmament is more a political is- 
sue than a technical one, and as- 
serts any changes in the Ver- 
sailles treaty which would permit 
Germany or Austria to increase 
land, air or nayal forces would 
make it necessary for France to 
discontinue its policy of armament 
reduction, 

Praises Locarno Treaty. 

The greatest boon to disarma- 
ment since the war, the document 
Says, was the Locarno agreement, 
a kind of treaty which France be- 
lieves should become more =.umer- 
ous. 

The memorandum develops the 
classic French thesis of guaran- 
tees.and expresses objection to the 
view that all nations should pos- 
sess the same armed § strength, 
justifying that objection by refer- 
ence to that section f the League 
of Nations covenant whicl men- 
tions “special conditions and 
geographical circumstances.” 


In a 28-page document the Gov- 
ernment said that since the League 
of Nations covenant went into 
force France of its own accord had 
proceeded to reduce its armaments, 
but always in view of its peculiar 
geographical situation, and bearing 
in mind that it has been invaded 
three times in the last century. 

Interdependence of land, sea and

air forces is extremely important 
to France, the memorandum as- 
serts, yet land forces were reduced 
by cutting the period of compul- 
sory military service to one year. 
The land forces of the drmy now 
number 270,000 men for home de- 
fense. 

In 1921 the land forces totaled

thorized total is 576,000 for the 
entire homeland and the colonies. 
This total has not been attained, 
however, and the number of reg: 
ularly trained soldiers ready for 
combat duty in France is only 229,- 
000. 

Troops for Overseas. 

This mobile force stationed in 
France proper includes a reserve 
for overseas troops needed in Syria, 
Morocco and elsewhere, and there- 
for the total number of _ trained 
soldiers ready for combat in Eu- 
rope amounts to only about 163,- 
000. 

This, the memorandum says, rep- 
resents a reduction of 60 per cent 
in the fast 10 years. 

Conditions for success for 
disarmament conference in 
are Outlined as-~ follows: 

First, establishment of  confi- 
dence, which implies respect of 
treaties; second, organization of a 
peace of which reduction of arma- 
ments is only one aspect, and 
which demands obifgatory arbitra- 
tion backed by mutual assitance in 
case of aggression. 

Depending, on the nature and 
time element of such “mutual as- 
sistance” each state may calculate 
the extent to which it may reduce 
its armaments. 

The naval position which France 
defended at London is restated and 
a hope is expressed that France 
and. Italy, with Great Britain, may 
reach a naval agreement for guid- 
ance during the next few years. 

French ,naval strength was low 
after the World War, say the 
mentorandum, and an attempt to 
rebuild it was made in the. pro- 
gram iaid down in 1924 intended 
for execution in 1943. ‘The total 
naval tonnage is given at 628,603. 

The air farces as reconstructed 
after the war also have become 
inadequate, the Government says, 
and some branches can be made 
subject to no limitation whatso- 
ever. :

record as made’ undisturbed by all 
the winds that blow.’ 

“Most Astounding Proposal.”’ 

Capper said in his telegram:

'Beck is the most astounding. pro- 


posal I have heard for some time. 

‘To. my mind the Beck threat is 
even more short-sighted and more 
inopportune than the application 
of the railroads for this increase in 
the face of the general depression 
and lowering of all commodity 
prices and values and especially in 
view of the crisis facing agriculture 
and practically every industry at 
this time.” 

Capper said that against the loss 
of $400,000,000 in annual income 
by the railroads, agriculture had

What the Republican, 
City Central Committee cares about the people of 
St. Louis is quite well known. If there was ever 
any doubt about it, that doubt was dissipated three 
years ago when the committee supported Sidener for 
re-election as Circuit Attorney after the Rutherford 
and Motlow scandals.

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A VICTORY IN THE WAR ON NARCOTICS. 

One of the greatest advances in the protracted war 
on the narcotic evil has just been made in the sign- 
ing by 28 nations, with more to follow, of the Ge- 
neva treaty for limiting the production of habit- 
forming drugs. Although not perfect, the agreement 
reached by the world conference under Ledgue aus- 
pices surpasses previous international and individual 
efforts. By providing strict supervision and control, 
under international co-operation, of the production 
of raw materials and of manufacture, the source of 
supply for the vast lucrative “dopé” trade should be 
curtailed at the source. The dual character of nar- 
cotics, as am invaluable aid to science and medicine 
and as the source of a degrading vice closely asso- 
ciated with crime, makes solution difficult. How- 
ever, it is obvious that if production can be confined 
to legitimate needs there will be no surplus to find 
its way into bootleg channels. This the new agree- 
ment seeks to effect.

From the Nation. 


HE mest progressive piece of labor 
T iesisiation in the country has just been 

enacted inte law by the State of Wis- 
consin and signed by Gov. Philip La Fol- 
lette. This is Wisconsin's labor code, intro- 
duced some months ago by State Senator 
Thomas Duncan. It is substantially the 
same bill as that recently introduced in 
Congress by Senator Hearik Shipstead and 
now indorsed by any prominent lawyers 
as well as Dy labor organizations through- 
out the country. It closely approximates 
the model labor bill drawn up by the Com- 
mittee on Labor Injunctions formed by the 
American Civil Liberties Union, under the 
chairmanship ef Charles F. Amidon, former 
United States Judge. 

The main features of the bill are three: 
one dealing with the “yellow dog” con- 
tract, one dealing with procedure in cases 
of application for injunction and one defin- 
ing the rights of persons committed for 
contempt of court in injunction cases. In 
addition there is a general statement, a sort 
ef bill of rights to introduce the various 
aspects of labor legislation. The measure 
then proceeds to outlaw the yellow dog con- 
tract—whereby an employe eaggages, as one 
of the terms of his employment, not to join 
a specific labor union—declaring it to be 
“contrary to public policy” and not to af- 
ford any basis for legal or equitable relief 
in court. Next it declares that “whether 
performed singly or in concert,” strikes, 
membership in a labor union, payment of 
union dues, giving publicity to strikes, 
peaceful assembly, peaceful picketing and, 
in general, the orderly conduct of strikes 
and labor disputes, shall be in all ways 
legal, and that none ef the foregoing acts 
may be enjoined by any court, | 


Most interesting, however, are the pro- 
visions with regard to the granting of in- 
junctions. The bill removes entirely the 
possibility of the summary granting of ex- 
parte injunctions, and provides that the 
court may issue an injunction only after 
clearly prescribed procedure designed to 
protect not only the complainant but the 
défendant. Injunctions may be granted 
only after a hearing at which witnesses for 
both sides are heard under cath; affidavits 
are no longer permissible as evidence of the 
necessity for an injunction. Amiple evidence 
must be given that unlawful acts have been 
committed or are threatened and that pub- 


lic officers charged with the duty to pro-~ 


tect the property of the complainant are 
unable to furnish that protection. Due 
notice of proceedings must Be given. 
Temporary injunctions may be issued— 
after sufficient preof of their need has been 


offered—only for a period of five days and . 


only after 48 hours have clapsed, during 
which due notice must be given that the 
application for injuncijon has been made. 
Nor are temporary injunctions renewable, 
although if hearings have actually begun, 
the temporary injunction may remain in 
force while they proceed. And, finally and 
in some Ways most important, bond must 
be posted by the complainant te cover costs 


with civil or crimina] contempt for viola- 
tion of an injunction shall enjoy the right 
to admission to bail, the right to make ade- 
quate defense, to a jury trial and to demand 
that they be heard before a judge other 
than the one before whom the alleged con- 
tempt was committed. Punishment for con- 
tempt is specifically defined and limited to 
a fine not to exceed $25 or to imprisonment 
for 10 days or both, and, when the fine is 
not paid, 15 days is the limit for incarcera- 
tion therefor, The latter provisions, of 
course, do away with the time-honered 
practice of holding labor “agitators” in jail 
while the injunction, itself often of long 
duration, remains in force. 


Tt will be seen that the rights of labor 
and the conduct of the courts with respect 
of labor organizations are defined to a sur- 
prising degree. While Wisconsin is the 
leader in this defense of labor's rights, 
other states are slowly coming into line.

‘Of Making Many Books| 


An Unconscious 
Ironist 


T IS now a commonplace among 
| those who sometimes stand out- 

side our moment and view our 
social problems.in time, that the 
French Revolution, far from hav- 
ing ceased with the Second Empire 
or the founding of the Republic, 
is a continuing performance, now 
apparently appruaching its logical 
climax. This is only a way of say- 
ing what is obvious, that the view 
of life and of human relations 
ushered in by the invention of the 
steam engine, the industrial revolu- 
tion and the consequent triumph of 
trading class ideals has continued 
to grow steadily in power, has be- 
come practically absolute all over 
the world, and is therefore reveal- 
ing in its results the fallacy in- 
volved in it from the beginning. 
(Incidentally, to say as much is far 
from implying approbation of the 
Ancient Regime!) 

The fallacy seems now to lie 
deeper than even the competitive- 
profit motive and is concerned with 
the great and steadily increasing 
emphasis laid upon the lower end 
of the scale of human _ values, 
where the senses dominate with 
their quantitative, “objective” con- 
ceptions, to the practical exclusion 
of the upper ranges of the scale 
that are farthest from the brute. 
Its astonishing and continuous 
practical triumphs in machine 
technology have automatically 
limited science to the sense aspects 
of the human world and given it 
unlimited prestige as a universally 
trustworthy authority, greatly re- 
assuring to the lower instincts of 
men. 

A curious notion was central in 
the situation, to the effect that 
now, at last, men had hit upon a 
relatively simple mode of thought 
and research whereby all truth 
that deserves the name could be 
run down in the “objective” world 
quite outside the human conscious- 
ness, much_as_ rabbits could be 
chased and captured. But in this 
narrowly limited field nothing can 


be caught but what the field con- 
tains; and in chasing their scien- 
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tific rabbits in the back lot of 
merely sense “reality,” the viable 
human meanings were bound to es- 
Cape, as they have. 

This curious notion occasioned a 
mood of preposterous optimism 
that reached its culminating height 
of absurdity in 1929, when experts 
were assuring us that a system had 
been perfected whereby all men 
would become rich, and richer and 
happier right on to Utopia! 

In Winwood Reade’s “The Mar- 
tyrdom of Man,” first issued in 
1872 and now issued in a new edi- 
tion, one finds a characteristic ex- 
ample of Victorian optimism based 
upon the potentialities of “Physical 
Science” conceived as omnipotent. 
Reade was well ahead of his time, 
not as a seer, for he did not see 
through the fog of the growing ob- 
session and seems not even to have 
Suspected what the results thereof 
might be. He was ahead of his time 
chiefly in that he adopted more 
readily than most of his contem- 
poraries the logical implications of 
his time-mood, leaping years ahead 
to certain attitudes that have now 
become a matter of common ac- 
ceptance. 


Always quite naturally a great 
folly is accompanied by great op- 
timism. Note the delirium in the 
following outburst from Victorian 
England 60 years ago: 

“Thus man has taken into his 
Service, and modified to his use. 
the animals, the plants, the earths 
and the stones, the waters and the 
winds, and the more complex forces 
of heat, electricity, sunlight, mag- 
netism, with chemical powers of 
many kinds. By means of his in- 
ventions and discoveries, by means 
of the arts and trades, and by 
means of the industry resulting 
from them, he has raised himself 
from the condition of a serf to the 
condition of a lord. His triumph, 
indeed, is incomplete; his kingdom 
is not yet come. The Prince of 
Darkness is still triumphant in 
many regions of the world; epidem- 
ics still rage; death is yet victori- 
ous. But the God of Light, the spirit 
of knowledge, the divine intellect is 
gradually spreading over the planet 
and upwards to the skies. The beau- 
tiful legend will yet come true; Or- 
muzd will vanquish Ahriman; Sa- 


tan will be overcome; virtue will 
descend from heaven, surrounded 
by her angels, and reign over the 
hearts of men. Earth, which is now 
a purgatory, will be made a para- 
dise, not by idle prayers and sup- 
plications, but by the efforts of 
man himself, and by means of men- 
tal achievements analogous to 
those which have raised him to his 
present state. Those inventions and 
discoveries which have made him. 
by the grace of God, king of the 
animals, lord of the elements and 
sovereign of steam and electricity, 
were all of them founded on ex- 
periment and observation. 


“That England may become as 
prosperous as America, it must be 
placed under American conditions: 
that is to say, food must be cheap, 
labor must be dear, emigration 
must be easy. It is not by univer- 
sal suffrage, it is not by any act 
of Parliament that these conditions 
can be created. . It is science alone 
which can Americanize England; it 
is science alone which can ameli- 
orate the condition of the human 
race.’”’

tives. Williams started at once on 
his delicate task. I watched him, 
fascinated as always by this ne- 
cromantic technique. 

Working with extraordinary cer- 
tainty and speed, Williams dropped 
a tiny shower of golden alluminum 
powder—the same material which, 
dissolved, is used for painting ra- 
diators—on each place indicated by 
Thatcher Colt as having a finger 
print. Soon there were little globs 
of the golden dust at various spaces 
on the bottom of the rack and also 
on the front covers of two of the 
hymn-books. Williams did not 
drop the powder on the exact sur- 
face where the ridges of the finger 
print had shown. Instead, he let 
the gold dust fall, very gently, a 
little distance from the actual print 
to be developed. Incidentally, while 
Williams prefers the expensive 
aluminum powder, of different col- 
ors for different surfaces and sur- 
face shades, he can work with the 
most primitive equipment when 
driven to it by necessity. I have 
seen him grind cigar ashes between 
two pieces of newspaper, rolling a 
pencil over them to reduce them to 
the tiniest grains, and getting with 
this extempore developing-powder 
a set of brilliant prints that even- 
tually sent three heroin gangsters 
to the chair. 

But in’ the Church of St. Mich- 
ael and All Angels, Williams had 
his gold aluminum’ powder with 
him, heaped in _ little shining 
mounds On book-rack and hymnal 
covers. Next, to distribute the 
powder over the face of a finger 
print, Williams took a pencil and 
tapped briskly on the wooden edge 
of a slat in the bottom of the rack. 
With each tap of the pencil, the 
grains of powder spread a small 
fraction of an inch. If hit too 
hard, the powder will not spread 
at all; too lightly struck, it will 
scatter in all directions. "Williams, 
with the proficiency of long experi- 
ence, could make the powder move 
in any direction he desired.

NCE it was evenly distributed, 

he knelt down and blew stead- 

ily across the -bottom of the 
rack*—the surplus shining dust was 
carried off and clearly revealed 
was a finger print, its ridges out- 
lined in gold. 

Now it was Williams’ object to 
transfer this and the other prints 
he brought out from the hymn 
books and rack to a police depart- 
ment record-card. For this he em- 
ployed a Kodak film transfer, one 
of the simplest and best media 
known to experts. The roll-film 
is Williams’ preference. The film 
is first soaked in a_ solution of 
hyposulphate of soda—the pho- 
tographer’s ‘“hypo’’—until all the 
yellow stain is washed from the 
surface of the film. Then, when 
the hypo is washed off in a dozen 
changes of cold water, the film is 
dried and cut into strips about 
three inches long, ready for duty 
in the Police Department’s finger- 
print identification service. 

Against hig first finger print 
Williams laid a strip of the film, 
so that its thin coating of gelatin 
covered the whorls and loops of the 
latent mark outlined in gold. With 
a sheet of white paper spread on 
top of the film—so that his. own 
finger prints would not be record- 
ed—Williams pressed down for a 
moment and the print was ours. 
Within five minutes, he had made 
a dozen similar prints. As he was 
packing up his outfit, he remarked 
to Thatcher Colt: 

“T have developed all the prints 
they brought downtown this morn- 
ing. That included door-knobs 
from your office and your house, 
the prints taken from the corpses, 
and a slew of finger prints from 
the house on Sangster Terrace. 
That place is full of Beazeley’s 
traces—also Mrs. Saunders’—and a 
few others. We've still checking 
and comparing.” 

“From what you can see of the 
gilt thumb-prints—there on the 
hymn-rack—you don't, perhaps, 
recognize them as like any others 
we have already taken in the 
case?” 

“We've got every kind of print in 
the calendar in that little collec- 
tion,” despaired Williams, closing 
his bag with a snap, “We have 
found twinned loops, lateral pock- 
et-loops and 80Me very puzzling 
accidentals. Speaking off-hand, I 
beHeve I might recognize two of 
the seven prints I just made here.

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I’ve checked with all the others.” 

When the finger-print expert de- 
parted, Colt resumed his prowling 
around the church, aimlessly, as it 
seemed to me. I was to learn later 
how definite was the goal upon 
which his search had now turned. 
A tiny clew, which had quite es- 
caped my observation, although it 
should have been as clear to me as 
to him, had diverted his suspicions 
into a new frail—one still obscure 
—but which eventually was to lead 
him to the strange eclaircissement 
of this tragic mystery. From one 
end of the church to the other 
strolled Thatcher Colt. At last he 
reached an inconspicuous door, 
near the front of the church. 
Opening this, he found a pair of 
winding steps which led us down 
into a large hal], with many small 
rooms opening from the principal 
auditorium. The large hall had a 
stage and many oak chairs; evi- 
dently it was a place for the secu- 
lar activities of the congregation. 
In the smaller rooms were desks 
and chairs. Colt rambled from 
door to door until he reached one 
room, filled with large colored pic- 
tures of Noah’s Ark, Jacob’s Lad- 
der and other familiar Bible sto- 
ries. Here he began a metirulous 
examination, coming finally upon a 
small white jar which he lifted, 
first covering his hand with a 
handkerchief, and put it safely 
away in a side pocket of his coat. 
There was a gleam of triumph in 
his gaze as he turned to me and 
Said: 

“Tony, I’ve found what I came 
for. Let’s go back.”

UST as we reached the altar 
J exain. a noise at the front of 

the church made us turn. The 
middle door was opening, and in 
the rectangle of sunshine I saw 
two figures. One was a police of- 
ficer in flying uniform whom I 
recognized instantly as Captain 
Hiollander of the Aviation Squad. 
With him walked a boy of about 
15, who mechanically removed his 
cap as he entered the church. Up 
the aisle they hastened and as they 
drew nearer, I saw that Captain 
Hollander carried a box under his 
arm. With a salute, the officer 
handed the box to Thatcher Colt. 

At the foot of the pulpit Colt 
opened the box, without a word 
being spoken by any of us. With 
calm, unhurried movement, the 
Commisisoner lifted the lid and 
pushed back a layer of tissue pa- 
per. Out of the lower part he 
lifted a woman’s coat, a dark 
brown garment trimmed with black 
fur. It was manifestly the coat 
Mrs. Beazeley had worn in the 
group picture hanging in the pas- 
tor’s study. 

“This is what the dyer of New
